pose of transacting business. Orders were sent out this morning to the com- 
mander of the blockading squadron that will give him an opportunity to turn 
his ships loose on all fortifications that offer the least resistance to anything 
he may demand.

A machine especially adapted to thor- 


oughly clean the rinds of oranges, lem- 
ons, etc., without, in the slightest de- 
gree. injuring such fruit, is represented 
m the illustration, the fruit being fed 
into the machine at one end and de- 
livered at the opposite end in a thor- 
oughly cleansed condition, says the Sci- 
entific American.

Soon afterward Roach was arrested 


for forgery in Lawrence county and 
sent to the penitentiary for ten years 
He is stili serving time there, and his 
peculiar actions are now strengthening 
a belief that has always existed in the 
minds of a few of the old-time officials 
to the effect that it was Roach instead 
of Van Loon who should have been,

He never speaks of Vai 
Loon without his face suddenly be 
coming pale and his voice trembling 
He tries to avoid all conversation rela- 
tive to the Columbus Grove tragedy 
and does not like to hear it discussed. 
Under all these circumstances it is not 
strange that some of the 
officials 


should corne to believe that Roach's 
mind and hwirt are racked with guilty 
knowledge that Frank Van Loon died 
an innocent man, and that Roach 
should have suffered the penalty so 
bravely met by the victim of the "•al- 
lows.
